Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


Seldom since the beginning of the 
war have the reports from the vari- 
ous scenes of action been so contra- 
dictory as was the case today. 
In 
Belgium, in France, to the east in 
Galicia and Russian Poland, and in 
the Caucasian regions fighting is pro- 
ceeding with varying degrees of in- 
tensity, but there was little in the 
way of authenticated news to indi- 
cate noteworthy changes in the for- 
tunes of any of the contending na- 
tions.

•more than a fortnight ago were con- 
firmed by mail advices. 


The French war office in todays 
official statement again asserted that 
minor successes had been won in Bel- 
gium, but in the main the great bat- 
tle for possession of the northern sea 
coast of France apparently is pro- 
ceeding on about the same lines as 
heretofore. 
Near Nieuport 
on the 
North sea, in the region of Ypres, 
and between La Bassee and Arras 
across the French border, successes 
by the allies are reported either in 
the w^ay of repulsing German attacks 
or making slow advances. 


German military authorities made 
no modification of their previous as- 
sertions that their forces were slowly 
pushing onward at various points in 
Belgium,

Berlin showed that the German peo- 
ple were increasingly optimistic on 
account of the latest reports from 
the front.

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Learning To Know Each Olher. 


In the sclioolhouse in Belleville, AVis., a few evenings 
ago, upon motion of the Catholic priest, the Methodist 
minister was elected president f)l' the community's social 
center for the coming winter. 
Then three basket ball 
teamB were fomed, including the priest, the minister, the 
blacksmith, the editor, a fanner, the keeper of the village 
restaurant, a dentist, a clothier, a teamster, a druggist, a 
garage owner, the banker, the saloonkeeper, a hardware 
merchant and a house painter.

who leaves his shore cottage in a tiny 
ecliooner and comes back Aveelss later 
with a load of 
fisl). 
Sometimes 
lie 
doesn't come back. 
That's part of his 
reckless life. 


Winter and summer 
the 
fisliermau 
goes out to trawl, risking: the worst the 
tea can do to make his livini^. 
Now 
haviníí divested himself 
of 
his 
boots 
and oilskins for the blue and bniss of 
naval service, but he continues to risk 
his life that others m,a.y not risk theirs. 


Hunting- for German mines is a very 
business-like occupation. 
Once away in 
the quarter where the mines are sup- 
posed to be laid the trawlers pair oil 
in pairs. 
A strong:: caído is 
stretched 
across from one boat to the other. 
Tn 
the middle of the cable 
there 
is 
a 
"kite," a huge triangular weij^ht, which 
keeps the cable well down in the water; 
the trawlers 
then 
sail apart, and 
go 
across the tides, the weighted hawser 
sagging down between them. 


The mines might lie sixteen to eigh- 
teen feet below the surface. 
That 
is 
about the depth of the vital parts of a 
battleship's engine rooms, magazines and 
coal bunkers. 
A mine exploding there 
has a tremendous chance of doing dead- 
ly damage; if it occurred at a shallower 
depth the cliances are that 
although 
daniaged the ship would 
etül 
remain 
seaworthy. 


Terliaps for days the trawlers sweep 
ncross the tides without result. 
T-ife 
aboard 
is more deadly 
dull 
than 
be- 
fore; there is not even the excitement 
of hauling the gear and cleaning 
the 
catch two or three times a day. 


The skipper stumps round, filled with 


the pride of office, his hand returning at 
intervals to run along the trawl waiii 
which stretchcR down like a silver baud 
into the blue deptlis. to rise, a sagging, 
dripping thread to the other little boat 
running alongside many yards 
distant. 
The skijiper's hand is a sensitive organ, 
I'ard and toihvorn, but with the train- 
ing of years he can distinguish at once 
the vibration of water from that caused 
by a foreign substance. 


Tiie mines 
are 
anchored from 
the 
bottom, and the passing cable cuts the 
mooring rope, which goes curling around 
the sweeping warp. 
The old man no- 
tices it at once. 
Thrre is a sharp Idast 
of his siren.

Thoy have struek a channel 
eowu with (Icatli, and 
where there is 
one there are .«ure to be others.

trawlers slow down and steam 
apart. 
The connecting cable tautens, and slow- 
ly above the heaving water appears a 
small, shining sphere. 


The blast of his siren has warned the 
watchful torpedo boat in the ofling. She 
comes up full speed, her crew glad of 
the chance of something to do. 


The deadly mine is thrown off to float 
on the bosonii of the water, and drifts 
away, such a tiny glistening atom 
to 
carry such terrible consequences. 
The 
cutwater of the torpedo boat makes a 
gleaming arc in the sun as she swings 
round 
for action. 
The 
trawlers 
fall 
away, and on tho war vessel there is a 
flutter 
of white duck where the blue- 
jackets arc training a light gun on the 
mine.

there is a bark, and a wreath of smoke 
from tlie boat's boAv, and, in answering 
roar, a huge column of water 
shooting 
si^yWards, the mine is exploded, drop- 
ping back into the srcthing cauldron of 
the sea in scattered fiagments, its dead- 
ly purpose fnistrated. 


Sometimes, of course, the mine 
ex- 
plodes when the hawsev breaks its moor- 
ing. 
It heels over Avitli the shock of 
contact, and before anyone aboard the 
trawler is aware, there 
is the 
heavy 
1,'oom of the explosion, while the trawler 
rocks and shivers in every bolt with the 
concussion. 


But the 
efTect upon the boat is no 
moro than 
if sho struck 
a soft sand 
bank; she loses her coiirse, perhaps, but 
the skipper or liis mate calnily ticks off 
the fact with the position. 


At night the boats anchor or return 
to harbor. 
I t is essential t h a t the work 
sliould be done in daylight to be effected 
properly; 
the 
explosion of 
the 
mine 
must be thorough, otherwise, as a fleet- 
ing miiie, it becomes even 
more 
dan- 
gerous, tile tides carrying it right out 
of tlie course of its fixed position. Prac- 
tically all the porta along the eastern 
and southern seaboard of England 
are 
now equipped with fleets of mine sweep- 
ers, wliich 
start 
their trawling 
every- 
day in the morning glim.

Six months 
ago the Pacific 
Motor 
Coach company was organized to run 
double-deck 
coache.s l^etween the city 
and the beach. 
These coaches will seat 
ffty-foiu- passengers, and they charged 
fortv cents for the round trip, while 
the fare on the street car is fifty cents. 
From the start the coaches did a lot of 
business, and then the company began 
running coaches between thia city and 
Pasadena in competition with the Pa- 
cific Electric company. 


This was an eye-opener to the own- 
ers of small autos who began taking 
passengers at five-cent fare in districts 
where street car service was notoriously 
Iwd.

Indian Waif is Rounding Up 
the Last Remnant of His Tribe 


Chief David Seattle Finds 
His Job as Indian King 
a Lonesome Sort of Occu- 
pation. 


Seattle. Wash.. Nov. 14.—He ia king 
ol the remnant of a great rare, now 
.'•.cattereti to the winds—David Seattle, 
of the Snohomish tribes. 


J/ean as a wolf was the king, and 
footsore with far travels, when he en- 
tered the ofKco of the iSeattle Star, ask- 
ing that paper to help him in locating 
his wi<lely dispersed tribesfolk. 


Until a few moons ago he did not 
know he Avas king, this stolid Indian 
lad who had been placed in St. Joseph's 
school in'Tacomiv when a baby. He di<I 
not remember when he came or wiio 
brought him there. 
On the register he 
i'i simple "David Seattle." 
No hint of 
rcyal inheritance appeared to mar his 
democratic playing and boyish quarrel- 
ing with school companions. 
Assertions 
of kingship Would only have served to 
call down jeers upon iiis head any\\ay, 
for his playmates were certain that roy- 
alty rode on magnificent chargers and 
was heralded with i)laring trumpets. 


Brown, dirty, qu) t little David Se- 
attle a king—huh¿. Why pretty near 
every kid in his school could lick him. 
Nevertheless David was of regal line- 
age. though he was not to know it for 
many years. 


He absorbed w'hat book-learning 
he 
could master. 
And then he went out 
to shift for hiin.9elf. 
He worked when 
v/ork was oft'ered—-in lumber 
camps, 
with construction gangs, on farms and 
in canneries. 
He hunted, ftshed, trapped 
and wandered, 
lie traveled far. 


And always his mein was humble, his 
spirit meek. 


White men ordered him about. 
They 


CfJled him "John"—contemptuously.

Charlie David Seattle, only living eon 
of Chief Seattle, the First, waits for 
death.

There came to liim not lonfe ago in 
Snohomish, an Indian of another tribe. 
'T met one of your people in Seattle," 
ho confided.

David Seattle." 


The old man, strangely excited, came 
to this city and found David. 


"Where," he asked, "were you born? 
And who was your fatherÍ" 


"I do not know," said tho young* In- 
dian. "I was put in St. Joseph's school 
when a baby." 
And he told 
the old 
patriarch all he knew, which was little 
enough, though it served. 


"It was I who put you there," said 
Charlie David 
Seattle. 
"Your father 
was dead som« time before. I took you 
from your dead mother's arms. You are 
the oldest eon of the oldest son of Chief

It was thus plain David Seattle learn- 
ed he was king.

"But they can be taught to work and 
to save," persisted his majesty. 


"The white men rule the land that 
was ours."

Cliief David Seattle has been visit- 
ing a« many of his people as he has 
been able to 
locate.

H« went to Oregon, 
wandering east of tlie Cascades, jour- 
neying to remote corners of the Olym- 
pic peninsula.

Wlierever he heard of Snohomish Indi- 
ans, there he went. 


"There are," he said, "2,300 of my 
people left. 
Of these f have visited 2,- 
000. 
They were glad to see me." 


That is why he appealed to the white 
uian's newspaper—to help him find the 
ether 300. 


His majesty found many of his peo- 
ple i)oor. 
The fishing had been bad. The 
game 
scarce. 
Txiberculosis 
and 
the 
v.hite man'fj whisky had taken their 
toll. 
Tfe gave them good advice. 


He told them to leave whisky alone. 
He told them to sleep with their win- 
dows and doors open and they would be 
less likely to die of tuberculosis. 
He 
told them to keep their bodies clean— 
to work, and save and learn trades. 
This he had learned at school and at 
work.

Morenci, Mich., sent here money -with 
which to go to Toledo, Ohio, that she 
went there November 21, met Keynukb 
in the Wayne hotel and that he spenl 
the night in her company. 


From that time on voluminous cor- 
respondence passed between them, the 
state says, and much of that 
corree- 
pondence will be in evidence. 
It will 
show, the state asserts, that Reynolds, 
in the beginning, promised to marry the 
Gerber girl; that he represented to her 
that his wife was dying of consumption;

killed his wife by administering poison.

Moses, sprung a few squeeze plays on 
Pharaoh while they were sparring over 
the rival interests of Israelite and Egyp- 
tian. 
This seems to have been the first 
well known national instance. 
Prior to 
then, however, there is record of cases of 
individuai diplomacy of tlie kind where 
Esau was robbed of his birthright thi'ough 
the effective manoeuvring of Jacob aad 
his mother. 


Tliere is scarcely a crisis or a calam- 
ity or a triumph recorded in a nation's 
chronicles ^that was not diplomatically 
discussed and handled before the situa- 
tion loomed or the stroke fell. The diplo- 
matist of the powerful nation moulded 
things for a war cause. The ^iplomatist"bf 
the weaker nation scented the attack and 
cast aljout for a good barricade argu- 
ment. Once in a while something dropped 
out of a clear sky while the diplomatists 
were dozing. 
Fate has more than once 
taken charge of things apd puzzled the 
Kurnriiiftd statesmen as to how a situa- 
cron^had best be handled. 
But these oc- 
"casions have been the exception. 
I 
Seldom has there been a war, a revolu- 
tion, a throne succession sqflabble or a 
national 
affront that the 
diplomatic 
finger has not been cunningly dipped 
into the diplomatic pie and an obligation 
or a treaty Jack Homered on a country 
to suit fie diplomatic idea. 
The diplo- 
matist is responsible for mudi of the 
awfulness of bis country's history—and 
much of its soKralled glory. A résumé of

Diploma-cy of the present day is gener- 
ally traced in its origin to the great pri- 
mary school of politics—Italy. 
Even in 
the Middle Ages all the nations derived 
their lessons in the art of statwraft from 
the manipulations politically on the Adri- 
atic 
peninsufa. 
Hero 
the 
scheme 
of 
cheeking the preponderance of one politi- 
cal community by 
a 
confederation 
of 
othtírs was cai'ried to a highly effective 
])itch. 
Lorenzo 
di 
Medici, 
who 
died 
April S, 1492. has been Jons' esteemed 
tlie most skilful exponent of the game 
calling for the exactest playing of the 
cards of unification, equilibrium and in- 
tervention. 


The Medici school created an organism 
to circumvent by wile what it could not 
by 
force. 
To pry into the plans 
of 
rivals, to defeat a rival's desi,£rns, to make 
treaties \vith his enemies, to cause th(i 
desertion of his íMherents and to pre- 
vent his alliance with others—these were 
all the good old diplomatic game. 
The 
plot and the counterplot became the rule 
of play. 
It cost less than out and out 
war—especially when war could not be 
waged 
successfully. 
And 
the 
secret 
negotiation and espionage that were a 
nece^ary part of diplomacy led to the 
gradual direction of the scheme by the 
one plotting mind—the ruler or his'min- 
ister. 
For severaL centuries before the 
time of Medici diplomacy had 'been shap- 
ing to the proportions of the day it was 
so successfully used by the wily Italian. 


Of all the diplomnts of history iris 
doubtful if any exceeded in wisdom, ".in- 
ning, patriotism, darin^i courage 
auda- 
city, 
persistence 
and 
accomplishment 
Otto Edward Leopold von 
Bismarck, 
Prince of Bismarck-Scbonhausen. 
Many 
competent critics, indeed, believe he has 
never been equalled. 
His life and his 
achievements are of our own time, and 
because of this w^hat he was and what 
he did are based in no way upon misty 
chronicle, which often has bestowed an 
imaginary reputation for greatness on 
the undeserving. 


In the ten years between 1861 and 
Í871 
Bismarck 
craftily 
predpitated 
-three successful European wars and 
created an empire. 
It is hard to match 
this in the way of diplointttic accomplish- 
ment. 
The empire the great Germaii 
statesman created increased in power 
and prestige during the twenty-seven 
years remaining of his life, add since 
that 
time—1898—it 
has 
steadily 
in- 
creased commercially and otherwise, un- 
til it ha;s become strong enough to 
challenge the three great^t nations of 
Europe 
to 
battle 
for 
continued 
supremacy. 


Napoleon accomplished more and In 
less time, but his achievemeiits passed 
when he did. 
Bismarck's creation has 
lasted forty-three years. 
Many a boy 
bom daring the first year of tifife newly 
established German Empire, in 1871, 
is now a grandfather. 
This speaks 
pointedly . of 
pernoanenct!. 
Measure 
what ojther great diplomatists have done 
in ten years with ^he Bismarck accom- 
plishment, and in most cases It will be 
found tjliat they built their diplomatic 
fabric ou the ahiftiog sands of national 
change.

ment of his country? 


In 18(31 William I. of Prussia, grand- 
father of the present Kaiser, appointed 
Bismarck president of his Ministry. The 
King and his minister determined to re- 
organize the Prussian army. 
The leijis- 
lative body refused money for the pur- 
pose. 
Bismarck .vent ahead regardless 
and reorganized, letting the question of 
payment go over to some future time. 
The army ready, Bismarck took advan- 
tage of the Schlcswig-IIolstein contro- 
versy in Denmark to draw that country 
into a war, securing Austria as an ally. 
Some historian.s openly charge that Bis- 
marck brought about the controversy in 
Denmark through his secret agents. 
At 
any rate, the question of whether thesi 
two ducliies should be included in Den- 
mark territory was the cause of the wai 
of 1863-4. Denmark was defeated, and the 
duchies were placed in the joint-care of 
Prussia and Austria. This meant trouble 
at once, and Bismarck, according to the 
German historians, acknowledged over a 
"stein of beer" one night after his retire- 
ment from public life that he so planned 
the Denmark war that the Austrian war 
must have surely .followed. 


And follow it did in 186a Austria was 
.whipped within seven weeks. 
She was 
forever excluded from dominance in Ger- 
man affairs, and was "done" out of her 
share of Schleswig Holstein. One of the 
diploiimtic accompaniment of the con- 
flict was a secret treaty made by Bis- 
marck with the other smaller German 
kingdoms 
and 
principalities, 
whereby 
they bound themselves to place their en- 
tire armed forces under the command of 
the King of Prussia in time of war. The 
diplomacy of Bismarck also-secured Italy 
as an ally in the war. 


Then came the war with France in 
1870-1. 
Bismarck manoeuvred so tiiat 
the vacant throne of Spain was offered 
to a Hohenzollern prince. 
He gauged 
^ajpoleon IJJ. rightly when he knew^he 
French Emperor would seize on this as a 
good reason for going to war in order* 
that, his waning prestige might be re- 
vived. 
His secret agents r e v e s ^ that 
France Was not prepared, and also that 
France erroneously supposed tb(^t thg 
other German States ^^ere opposed ta 
Bismarck.

France was aflame at 
once—just as Bismarck anticipated. Th' 
Fi-anco-PruBsian War began and in sevc < 
months the united German States wo:i. 
The new German Empire was proclaimed 
at Versailles after Paris had been occu- 
pied.

knew 
that Bismarck had engineered it—the 
world speedily comprehended it. 
The 
conquering march of the German Empire 
began.

Let us hark backward. 
Anpand Jean 
du Plessis, Cardinal de Richelieu, the 
mighty minister 
of 
Louis 
XIII. 
of 
France, is rightly deemed one of the great- 
est diplomatists of history. For eighteen 
years—1G24 to 1642, the date of his 
death—he ruled France. 
And by all 
sorts of statecraft he raised France dur- 
ing that time to the first place of political 
prestige among the nations of Europe. 


The destruction of^the Hugueni>ts as 
a party was part of the Richelieu ¡lolicy. 
He had a stone mole buWt across the 
entrance to their crty of La Rochelle, 
shutting out the fleet of thfir English 
supporters. 
The city fell, and other 
French I^otestJitat towns submitted.. 


The destruction of the power of the 
nobles, who cpnducted themselves like 
independent- sovereigns, 
was 
another 
angle of the Bichelieux policy. 
]FIe at- 
tracted them to Paris and had them ab- 
sorbed itt the luxuries and frivolities of 
the court. If that didn't finish them he 
found a pretext for destroying their 
oaatleiB. The monarchy was made abso- 
lute.

But the greatest of his diplomatic tri- 
umphs was the giving of French support 
to the Pbtestanti during the Thirty 
Years War so that Austria nkight be 
liumiliated. .

Riche- 
lieu proved equal to the emergency. 
He

Philipsburg and all of the towns neces- 
sary for the maintenance of a -Rhine 
frontier. 
He secretly promised that if 
Alsace were ceded to France all the 
Protectant alliances would be abandoned. 
Then he cs.rricd out his elaborate sys- 
tem of treaties which put a complete 
curb on Austria.

Thomas Wolsey, cardinal and Ohan- 
chellor of Henry VIII. of England, »s 
another name written high among the 
galaxy of diplomatists.

Rather 
his 
efforts 
were 
turned 
toward 
national 
al- 
liances. 
In 
fact, 
one 
of the great 
triumphs of his diplomacy was the sign- 
ing of two treaties October 4, 1518, by 
which the French town of Tournay, for 
four years in the possession of England, 
was surrendered to France in exchange 
for 600,000 crowns in gold. The other 
treaty arranged for a marriage between 
the new born dauphin, Francis, with 
Henry's daughter Mary, then two years 
old. 
Wolsey made the new alliance in- 
clude an acceptance of the prindple of 
universal peace, to be guaranteed by all 
who took part in the compact. 
Elngland 
was Vuised by the treaties from>il third 
class power in diplomacy to a front 
rank. 


William Pitt, afterward Earl of ChaVr 
ham, is cherished by England as perhaps 
lier greatest diplomat. And by many he 
is considered more of a great state pilot 
than a schemer and 'moulder of policy. 
During the famous Seven Years War, 
1756-1763, he was the stanch friend of 
Frq^ick the Great when all Europe 
was'aga'iust him. He was the diampion 
of the thirteen American colonies when 
they resisted the stamp' tax. 
In on* of 
his great speeches he exclaimèd:— 


"I rejoice that the Anierieans hare re- 
sisted. America should resist Xou have 
taugBt her and bound her to obey all 
English laws and share the privileges of 
the British constitution—exceipt in th« 
tàkingN)|Vuoney out of her pockets 
out her consent"

launch war, but he always argued its 
iiecessity as a preventive of greater 
calamity for his country. 


Prince Metternich, tlie famous Au.s- 
trian diplomat, was one of the chief fac- 
tors in Napoleon's downfall. 
In 
1813 
Bonaparte 
had 
defeated 
the 
Russians 
and Prussians in the battles of Lützen 
and Bautzen and anxiously awaited the 
action of Austria <luring the agreed ar- 
mistice. 
It was a critical hour. 
Met- 
ternich, despite the fact that the Aus- 
trian Archduchess Maria Ivouisa was the 
wife of Napoleon, deinded against the 
great Orsican. 
He made a secret treatj 
with Prussia, agreeing to mediate th< 
present situation, and, if rebuffed, to de 
dare war on Napoleon. 
The programme 
went forward the way ho had fixed i t 
His inordinate demands were refused by 
Napoleon, and immediately accepting a 
large 
British 
subsidy 
Metternich 
de- 
clared Austria at war with France. 


Had it not been for Metternich, Na 
poleon's son, the Duke of Reichstadt, 
might have been used euccessfully by 
the Bonapartists in the several plots 
hatched to restore the empire. 
The 
Austrian diplomatist took the "eaglet" in 
hand himself and did much to mould his 
mind and kill any ambition lie might 
naturally possess to regain the French 
'throne. 
But for this many analyses 
of 
history 
assert, 
the 
young 
Duke 
might have been hailed Emperor at the 
close of the reign of I/ouis XVIII in 
1S24 and the subsequent history of Eu- 
rope have been changed. 
It is charged 
that 
Metternich 
deliberately 
tempted 
Napoleon's son to dissipation and thus 
undennined his liealth. He died in 1831. 
Under happier and more healthful aus- 
pices he might have lived—on the French 
tlirone or off—until ten years after the 
date on which the Franco-Prussian war 
wi^ fought and not have been over aged. 
Metteniich was compelled to flee from 
.Austria to England during the revolution 
of 1848, the iwpulace of Vienna arising 
against him. 


Talleyrand served under Napoleon, and 
was a master schemer. 
Sometimes his 
advice was taken. 
But in the main, 
Napoleon was his own diplomat and 
launched war according to his personal 
policy. 
So did Frederick the Great. On 
the other hand Wellington 
as Wm« 
Minister made no impression. 


The United States has possessed few 
diplomats of the foresight and cunning of 
the great ministers abroad. 
Tliere'a a 
reason. 
The country has in the main 
obeyed Washington's 
admonition 
taken on no entangling alliances. 
Still, 
during the war of the American Berolo- 
tion, Benjamin Franklin went to Parii, 
and no diplomat could have accompliahed 
more than he did to foster and hold th« 
alliance wkh France. Benjamin Fraak«^ 
lin balked at nothing in the carrying «nt 
of his mission, and in this respect tlte 
great diplomats of history had nothing 
to teach him. 
He was a favorite 
the 
salons of the popular ladies of the da:f, 
and was held in snch substantial esteai^i 
and affection that he always received i^a 
embrace and a kiss from the dames w]i!$> 
dabbled in politics—^and he alwuya lust- 
ily returned the compliment,, ngmt^em 
of the patient Mrs. Franklin MSi«lt tM 
occca.

A little more than (en years ago Port 
Arthur fell before the science of the 
engineers which made effective the feats 
of unexcelled bravery that alone could 
not have carried the most wonderful 
fortification of its day. 


In the present war weapons of offence 
have so far outstripped devices for de- 
fence that Europe's greatest forts are 
laid in ruins in a few hours by cannon 
empiaeed perhaps seven miles from the 
barriers tlK-y wreck. 
In the Russo- 
.lapanese conflict, the last war of great 
magnitude, all the battering of siege 
guns, all the reckless, fiendish charges 
of me)i who wooed death, were not suf- 
ficient in themselves to carry the won- 
derful network of defences tho Russians 
had built. 
After three costly attempts 
at a.ssault the Japanese dug their way 
into Port Arthur, their engineers and 
sappers tunnelling under the very para- 
pets ahd blowing them up with dynamite 
to make breaches through which the in- 
fantry could storm. 
In the last analj'sis 
steel clashed 
against steel, and 
men 
fought Tilth hands and with teeth, but it 
was the slow engineering process which 
put the fighting men of Nippon where 
they CHsuld use steel and tusk after three 
heroic assaults, covered by unprecedented 
artillery fire, had failed. 


Roughly speaking, the Kwang Tung 
peninsnla on which Port Arthur is sit 
uated is backed by two concentric ranges 
of hills which curve across the neck of 
land from sea to sea. 
ITic sky line of 
these ridges is broken here and there 
by high conical peaks ^hich played an 
impiortant part in the siege, Tho harbor 
itself is flanked by hills, and eighteen 
miles north of the city the peninsula 
narrows to h three-mile strip of land 
across which another ridge extends. 


With consummate skill the Russian 
engineers, who foresaw that the Tsar 
would one day have to fight for hSs foot- 
hold on the Dragon's shores, had con- 
structed a system of fortifications adapt- 
ed to the natural lay of tbe land ahi!

Once taken, the Japanese stationed ob- 
servers on the hill and the^ range wasi» 
found by means of hyposCopes, tele- 
scopc-likc instruments which, by a sys- 
tem of mirrors and lenses, enable, a man 
to s(-c what is before him, although he 
may be behind an embankment higher 
than his head. 


Once in possession of thja position, the r 
besieging force commanifftl tiie entire 
city and harbor, and from behind two 
rang»»s of hills the great Japanese coast 
defence guns, which had been pfticed 
three miles away, sent shells fcigh in tbe 
air and dropped them down llitoojlrh the 
dock.s and oVit the bottoms of the Rus- 
sian war ships, destroying liie entire 
fleet in the harbor.

which, perhaps more than i-.nything else, 
afterwartl procured for him his appoint- 
ment of Sirdar in Egypt. 


"When ho volnnteere<l for sprvice in the 
Ivgy])tian 
arm.v 
and 
became 
a 
beau 
suhreur in a native regiment of cavalry 
he had an immense advantage over his 
comrades. 
He conhl speak Arabic like 
a native. 
He could disguise himself BO 
that the most asiute native could net 
detect him. 
In this way he dwelt among 
Arabs and dis(;overed their secrets, ob- 
taining over them a hold and a power 
Av-liich enabled him to render 
perfidy 
harmle.s.s and discount their discontent. 
l-Voin that time his career has been one 
of steady and unbroken brilliance. 


His ceasele.s.s activity and facnlty for 
organization overcame all obstacles. One 
difficulty 
overcriine 
he 
has 
always 
shown eagerness to encounter another. 
It was hLs hand that fashioned the na- 
tive Egyptian army, built up a splendid 
fighting force put of the rawest material 
and m.ide the conquest of the Soudan a 
po&sibility. 
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only when his schemes were perfected. 
In everything he is the business man of 
war—cold, calculating, m.erciless. mov- 
ing without pity or passion to his goal. 


Some men say that Kitchener is cruel- 
But he is cruel only in the sense that he 
is engaged in a cmel game, which has 
no place for humanitarianism. 
H e be- 
lieves in Lord Fisher's "Three R's of 
War":—"Ruthless," 
"Relentless," 
"Re- 
morseless." 
Lord 
Roberts' failure in 
Paardeberg was due to the horror of the 
sacrifice of life and big determination 
to wait for surrender rather than the 
shedding of more JJlood. Lord Kitchener 
has no such qualms. 


Although he is not cruel, he is withoat 
compassion. 
He keeps his eye on the 
end and steels his heart against the die- 
"tates of pity. 
To htm soldiering is not a 
profe.ssion; it is a religion. 
Solitary, 
without home ties, living his life in 
strange lands, he is a martinet to him- 
.self and insists upon the same hard reg- 
irien for others. 
He would have no 
married officers vrith him in the Soudan, 
nor would he allow his staff to go to 
Cairo for the dissipations of the season. 
' So in South Africa he refweed to pennit 
any of his officers to be joined by their 
wives at Pretoria. 


He may be a harsh taskmaster, bnt he 
is obe.TGd. 


"How long wall it take yon?" ho will 
ask one to whom he has i>K-irr;H>it a mili- 
tary operation. 


"Twelve days." 
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Lord Kitchener was in command of 
the Egyptian cavalry in 1882 at the re- 
taking of Tokar, in the Sondah, when a 
bulletr—from a 
heavy 
Remington 
rifle 
missed, as by a miracle, both windpipe 
and jugular^ and was imbedded in the 
back muscles of the heck. It was a spent 
bullet, which, by the way, is much more 
immediately painful to the 'ictim than 
the other kind. It knocked tlie comman- 
dant out of his saddle 
and 
set 
him 
coughing f<ir a couple of hours. Moreover 
it altogether declined abstraction. There 
were no iX-rays in those days. 
For 
nearly six ;nonths that bullet stuck th^re. 
k t 
last, through the vicarious agency 
of an errant fislibone, tlie Sirdar fèH to 
coughing violently and suddenly found 
Osman 
Digna's souvenir in his ta>ble 
napkin. 


It was during ttiis period in his career 
that he performed most of his daring 
feats, disguising him^lf, passing into the 
enemy's camp, learning their plans, and 
making the acquaintance of suspected 
spies by pretending to Tie a spy. 
So well 
disg^uised was he that on one occasion 
one of his soldiers cut his head open with 
a stone.

until he had changed the Mudir's inten- 
tion to becomc one of the Mahdi's Emirs.

Kitehener may have been slow, but he 
<vas sure. 
He followed the 
Roman 
policy of building roads and advancing 
toward Iris goal by short stages, only 
in the Soudan the road« were railroads. 
His motto was that difficulties were 
made to be overcome. 
His work in the 
Soudan was hardly finished When he 
was called upon 
co-operate witli Lord 
Roberts as Chief of the Staff After Sir 
Redvers BuUer, Lord Methuen and Gen- 
eral Gataore had met with disaster in 
South Africa. 
Kitchener c'hanged the 
whole aspect of the Boer. War. 


As Commgnder in Chief in 'india he 
^reorganized the whote «ystem, and when 
his term of office expired he left behind 
him nine divisions of well trained troops 
ready for active service, instead of the 
three there had been when he took com- 
mand.

No one of his time has said ho 
little and done so much, nor has any 
one of his time gone so far with so entire 
a reliance upon his own merits and .so 
complete a scorn of the arts of adver- 
tisement. It cannot even be said that he 
owes his success to an electric per.sonal- 
ity or to indi-sputable genius. 
It is true 
that his presence gives a sense of secur- 
ity. and power.

he belongs more to the school of Well- 
ington or Urant than to the school of 
Napoleon q j Lee.

It proved him one of the 
ablest diplomatists of his tame.

forget the masterly 
tactics by 
which 
Kitchener 
got 
his 
o w n c o u n t r y 
and 
i"^ance out of an extremely tight >lace. 
Marchand has himself recorded the dia- 
logue, one of the greatest of hfetory, so 
diplomatic, so full of immense signif- 
icance. 


The French flag floated over the fart; 
bat the Egyptian flag must fly in its 
place. 
So said the Sirdar. 
The Major 
was firm; bnt Kitchener was firm also. 
The penalty was tlie plunging of two 
great and friendly nations inta war, per- 
haps th« ruin of ti.'o nations which might 
some day require the services of each 
other in more serions business. 


"Kitchener the mystic," he has been 
called by one of his critics. 
But ®n« 
wonders if he was t h a i a real sfer iwto 
the future. 


In any case the conversation ended 
with the Egyptian flag floating orer 
tihe fort at Fashoda. 


And then Kitchener did a thing char- 
acteristic of another side of his nature. 
When he met Major Marchand he noted^ 
that ho and his gallant LVench comrades 
wore half dead with fever and hunger. 
Sending for doctors, drugs and wine, he 
carried MarchamI off to his tent, filled 
up for himself and his guest stiff glasses 
of whiskey and soda, and, in this ex- 
change of courtesies, passed one of the 
most perilous crises that ever occurred 
in the relations of two great nations. 


There is no record of Kitchener ever 
having spoken of this affair, except iu 
his report to the War Office. 
H e was 
ever modest in discussing his own ex- 
periences. 
A war co-rre8i)ondent has told 
how, after Athbara, 
when the great 
\>\ow had 
finally been 
struck 
at 
the 
I)owcr 
of 
tho 
Khalifa, 
he 
went 
to 
Kitchener's 
quarters 
to 
congratulate 
him. 
The General held up his hand. 
"Thank 
you! 
thank 
you!"

And then, a.'i if to himself, ia 
a teiTor of the thoughts to which his 
vi.sitor's words gave bii'th, "My God! 
If I had failed!" 


This correspondent told how on one 
oc-casion he presented himself to Kitch- 
ener to get his signature for a pass to 
the front. 
Every one knows the Fjeld 
Mai-shal's stern objection to newspaper 
cori-e.spondents accompanying the arij^ies 
iu the field. 
He disliked them at the 
tinie of tlie South African war, hut he 
did not carry his objections so far as he 
is doing iu the present war. 


"1 suppose you have come for your 
papers," he said, and tiien, twisting the 
pasH between his fingers, he added :— 
"Do you know what I would like to do 
with you? 1 would like to have you sent 
to the rear and shot. 
Bpt as I cannot 
havo my way, I suppose I must give you 
the pass." 
And with a stroke of the 
pen he completed ¡jnd laughingly Jianded 
over the license for the civilian critic. 


l;oru ruler of men a-s he is; cool, stern, 
reuwrseless in war as ho is. Lord Kitch- 
ener has also the teuderest of hearts. 
His cold manner is probably very large- 
ly the result of sHynoss, for, strange as 
it may seem, ho is shy and reserved. 
He 
i.s a man who "kQeps himself to hime^lf," 
as the vevse goes, to ap extent that WQuld 
be remarkable in a man of any poaitioo in 
any class of society. 
At tho Service 
Club, of which ho occasionally 
makos 
use, he is never by any chance seen in 
conversation with another fellow mem- , 
ber. 
He lunches by himself, Jind after 
lunci\ betakes himself t o a corner of the 
smoking room, where, -sitting alone, he 
glances 
through 
a 
newspaper 
while 
drjnkiug his coffee. He will only be oc- 
cupied, thus for the fe\vest possible min- 
utes, 
Then he gets qp, leaves the duhk 
and goes, as he cauie, alone. 


E<iually his disciplioariuu methods are 
all that his popular reputation in this 
rtispect makes him appear. 
But steru 
and unr'elenting though he may be in the 
fight, Lord "K. of K." ia a man who 
loves peace. His kindness and cou^idera- 
tion to the vanquished when pvaee was 
de<'lrtred at Vereeuigiwg has never been 
forgotten by the 
Boer popuUitio» 
in 
South Afric.a. 
He called ytogethep the 
peoples of tho variotis denominationa and 
told them, that he was de^rous of cele- 
brati^jg the happy event. It was his wish 
lo t^void »luything that appeared Uke a 
triumph over the enemy.

of several years. 
So f a r as known, no 
work of this kind has ever been un- 
dertaken by any other station on so 
large a scale. 
While this fact alone 
is not urged as a reason for drawing 
definite conclusions. It m a y be taken 
as evidence to establish with consid- 
erable certainty the relative

ity of the kinds of timber n a m e d In 
the Investigations.

iability of wood as to durability under 
varying conditions makes it plain that 
the n u m b e r of observations count for 
a great deal.

In the schoolhouse in Belleville, Wis., a few evenings 


ago, upon motion of the Catholic priest, the Methodist 
minister was elected president of the community's social 
center for the coming winter. Then three basket ball 
teams were formed, including the priest, the minister, the 
blacksmith, the editor, a farmer, the keeper of the village 
restaurant, a dentist, a clothier, a teainster, a druggist, a 
garage owner, the banker, the saloonkeeper, a hardware 
merchant and a house painter. 


They differed in religion, in politics, in incomes, in 


eocial status about as widely as men can differ. 
But in 


the common school biiilding, in the free democracy of the 
social center, they agreed to lay aside their differences 
for the novel purpose of discovering how much good fel- 
lowship there was in meeting together, now and then, as 
equals, as brothers. In the democracy of play, in the 
democracy of frank, fair discusion of public questions, 
they are finding out, these differing men of Belleville, that, 
as human beings, they're amazingly alike, once you get 
below the surface. 


And out of this agreeable discovery will come. Cor 


Belleville, more tolerance, more kindness of feeling, more 
give and take than it had ever known before. Even when 
they shall differ again—as, of course, they often will—it 
won't be with as much bitterness, as much bigotry, as 
much mean hate as of yore. It's a wonderful solvent, is 
brotherhood.

The destruction of the Huguenots as 


a party was part of the Richelieu policy. 
He bad a stone mole built across tlie 
entrance to their city of La Rqchelle 
shutting out the fleet of their English 
supporters.

The destruction of the power of the 


nobles, who conducted themselves like 
independent sovereigns, was another 
angle of thc Richelieu policy. 
He at- 


tracted them to Paris and had them ab- 
sorbed in the luxuries and frivolities of 
the court. If that didn't finish them he 
found a pretext for destroying their 
castles. The monarchy was made abso- 
lute. 


But tho greatest of his diplomatic tri- 


umphs was the giving of French support 
to the Protfijtunts during the Thirty 
Years War so that Austria might ho 
humiliated. 
His diplomacy might de- 


stroy the Protestants in France as a 
party, but thcMiainc diplomacy aided the 
Protestants abroad in the war ihnt was 
to hurt and destroy tlie supremacy of

Mazarin WHS in great favor with thc re- 
gent, Aune of Austria,' who discussed 
lufstionx of state with him on terms 
of the greatest intimacy. The diplomacy 
of this minister made stronger than crer 
the fabric of monarchical nbsolutism, so 
that the culminating utterance of Louis 
Xrv.

Wolsey made the new alliance in- 
clude an acceptance of thc principle of 
universal pence, to be guaranteed by all 
who took part in the compnct England 
was raised by the treaties from a third 
class power in diplomacy to a front 
ruhk. 
, William Pitt, afterward Earl of CKat- 
ham, is cherished by England as perhaps 
her greatest'diplomat. And by many-he 
is considered more of a great state pilot 
than a schemer and moulder of policy 
During the-famous Seven Years War 
1700-1703, he was the stanch friend of 
jlroderick the Great when all Europe 
was against him. He was the champion 
of thc thirteen American colonies when 
they resisted the stamp tax. In one of 
his great speeches he exclaimed:— 


"I rejoice that the Americans'have re- 


sisted. America should resist You have 
taught her and bound her to obey nl] 
English laws and share the privileges of 
the British constitution-^cxecpt in tho 
taking of moiiey.out of her pockets with- 
out her consent" 


Pitfu diplomacy iillied England-with 


-Prussia in a war against Europe. The 
same diplo'maey, however, averted SOT 
"early ten years the war of American 
Revolution. He died in 1778, protesting 
with his last breath against the poiicy-, 
lhat'lost to Great Britain her colonies 
over the ocean. Pitt did not hesitate to ] 


latmch war, but he always-argued lt» 
necessity as a preventive of greater 
calamity for his country. 


Prince Metternich, the famous Aus- 


trian diplomat, -was one of the chief fac- 
tors in Napoleon's downfall.

Bonaparte had defeated the Russians

and Bautzen aml^anxiously awaited the 
action of Austria during the agreed ar- 
mistice. It was a critical hour. 
Met- 


terrtich. ifespite the fact that the Aus- 
trian Archduchess Maria_Lonisa was the 
wife of Napoleon, decided against the 
great Corsican. He made a secret treat j 
with Prcssia, • agreeing to mediate UK 
present situation, and, if rebuffed, to-de 
clare war on Napoleon. Thc programme 
went forward the way he had fixed it 
His inordinate demands were refused bj 
Napoleon, and immediately accepting t 
large British subsidy Metternich de- 
clared Austria at war with France.

The Dnited States has possessed few 


diplomats of thc foresight and cunning of 
the great ministers abroad.' There's a 
reason. The country has in the main 
obeyed Washington's admonition «nd 
taken on no entangling alliances. Still 
during the war of the American Evolu- 
tion, Benjamin Franklin Went fb Paris 
and no diplomat could have accomplished 
more than he did to .foster and Told th« 
alliance with France. Benjamin Frank- 
lin balked at nothing in the carrying out 
of his ration, and in this respect the 
great diplomats of history had nothing,

Some men say that Kitchener is cruel. 


But he is cruel only in the sense that he 
is engaged in a cruel game, which lias 
no place for humanitarianism. He be- 
lieves in Lord Fisher's "Three R's of 
War'1:—"Ruthless," "Relentless," "Re- 
morseless." 
Lord Roberts' failure in 


I'aardeberg was due to the horror of the 
sacrifice of life and his determination 
to wait for surrender rather than the 
shedding of more blood.J Lord Kitchener 
has no such qualms. 


Although he is not cruel, lie is without 


compassion. 
He keeps his eye on the 


end and steels bis heart against the dic- 
tates of pity. To him soldiering is not a 
profession: it is a religion. 
Solitary, 


without home ties, living his life in 
strange lands, «he is a martinet to him- 
self and insists upon the same hard reg- 
imen for others. 
He would have no 


married officers with him in the Soudan, 
nor would he allow his staff to go to 
Cairo for the dissipations of the season. 
So in South Africa he refused to permit 
any of his officers to be joined by their 
wives at Pretoria. 


He may be a harsh taskmaster, but he

His work in the 
Soudan was hardly finished when he 
was called upon to co-operate with Lord 
Roberts as Chief of the Staff after-Sir 
Redvers Bullcr, Lord Metbucn and Gen- 
eral Gataere had met with disaster.in 
South Africa. 
Kitchener changed the 


whole aspect of the Boer War. 


As. Commander in Chief in India he 


reorganized the whole system, and wh«u 
his term of office expired he left behind 
him nine divisions of well trained troops 
ready for active sen-ice, hist'cM of the 
three there had been when lie took com- 
mand. 


The character of Lord Kitchener has 


been described as sullen, sombre, un- 
bending, but that is the description of 
certain newspaper correspondents who, 
perhaps, have studied him from a dis- 
tance.

known familiarly as "K. of K.," and a 
nickname 5s usually the hallmark of a 
good fcllow.'He is a good fellow, with a 
keen sense of humor.

When he met Major Marchand he noted 
that he and his gallant French comrades 
were half dead with fever and htrnger. 
Sending for doctors, drugs and wine, he 
carried Marchaud off to his tent, filled 
up for himself and his guest stiff glasses 
of whiskey and soda, and, in this el- 
change of courtesies, passed one of the 
most perilous crises that ever occurred 
in the relations of two great nations. 


There is no record of Kitchener ever 


having spoken of this affair, except in 
his report to the War Office. 
He tww 


ever modest in discnmiiug his c.wn ex- 
periences. A war correspondent has told 
how, 
after Athlmra, when the great 


blow had finally been struck at the 
power of the Khalifa, he went to 
Kitchener's quarters to congratulate 
him. 
The General held up his hand. 


"Thank you! thank yon!" he said 
earnestly. Anil then, as if to himself, in 
a terror ot Che thoughts to which his 
visitor's words gave birth, "My God! 
If I had failed!" 


This correspondent told how on on* 


occasion he presented himself to Kitch- 
ener to get his signature for a pass to 
the front. 
Every one knows the Field 


Marshal's stern objection to newspaper 
correspondents accompanying the armies 
in the field. 
He disliked them at the 


time of the South African, war, hut he 
did not carry his objections eo far as h» 
is doing iu the present war. 


"I suppose you have come for youf » 


papers," he said, and tlieu, twisting the 
pass between his fingers, he added:— 
"Do you know what I would like to do 
with you? I would like to have you aent 
to the rcnr and shot. 
But as I cannot 


have my way, I suppose I must give you 
the pass." 
And with a stroke of the 


pen he completed and laughingly handed 
over the lice-use for the civilian critic. 


Born ruler of men as hu is; cool, stern, 


remorseless ill war as he is, Lord Kitch- 
ener has also the tt.-udere.st of hearts. 
His cold manner is probably very large- 
ly the result of siiyncss, for, strange as 
it may seem, he is shy and reserved. He 
is a man who "keeps himself to himself," 
as the verse goes, to au extent that would 
be remarkable in a man of any position in 
any class of. society. 
At the Service 


Club, of which be occasionally makes 
use, he is never by any chance seeu in 
conversation with another fellow mem- 
ber. 
He lunches by himself, and after 


lunch betakes himself to a corner ofi the 
smoking room, where, sitting alone, he 
glances through a newspaper while 
drinking liis coffee. He will only be oc- 
cupied thus for the fewest possible min- 
utes. Then he gets up, leaves the dub, 
and goes, as he came, alone. 


Equally his disciplinarian methods are" 


all that his popular reputation in this 
respect makes him appear. 
But stern 


and unrelenting though he jnay be in the 
fight, L'brd "K. of K." is a man who 
loves peace. His kindness and considera- 
tion to the vanquished when peace was 
declared at Vcreoniging has never been 
forgotten by the Boer population in 
Srmtl: Africa. 
He called together the 


pen;.Ira uf i!ie various denominations and 
toiil thi.Tu that he was desirous of cele- 
brating the Happy event. It was his wish 
to avoid anything that appeared like a 
triumph over the enemy. He therefore 
proposed the thanksgiving service ^w 
which both Boor and Briton could joia. 


The English Bishop, thinking to draw 


the general, said that he would like to 
give out die hymn, "Now th'ank we all 
our God," and asked Kitchener what h« 
thought about it. 
Without moving a 


muscle Kitchener replied that he thought 
it a very good hymn, but that "Onward, 
Christian Soldiers," was equally fine. 


And so it: happened that a great ser- 


vice was held in which British soldiers 
and the .fighting farmers of the Trans- 
vaal, with thc-ir wives and children, 
united in thanksgiving for the bloaiiaf 
of peace.

In tho forestry exhibit at the Ohio 


State Fair a few years ago. there was 
a group of eight specimens of wood 
labeled "post timbers." 
Durlntr the 


time that these specimens were on 
exhibition there were six 
different 


varities pointed out with the expres- 
sion. "That Is tho best for posts." 
These six were yellow locust, red 
cedar, hardy catalpa. Osage orange, 
mulberry and chestnut. 


In the endeavor to ascertain with 


more or less certainty, the relative 
merits of various timbers for use as 
posts, extensive research work was 
undertaken by thn Ohio station, some 
time ago. and carried.Into a number 
of different states, through n period 
of several years. So far as known, no 
work of this kind has ever been un- 
dertaken by any other station on so 
large a scale. 
While this' fact alone 


Is not urged as a reason for drawing 
dotlnlte conclusions. It may be taken 
as evidence to establish with consid- 
erably certainty tho relative durabil- 
ity of tho kinds of timber named In 
tho Investigations. The striking var- 
iability of wood us to durability tinder 
varyliiK conditions makes it plain that 
the number ot observations count for 
:i great deftj. 
On tho whole, tho re- 


sults can not fall to be of great value 
to farmers.

that posts should be seasoned before 
they are put Into the ground, the

The fact should be kept very clearly 


In mind that in order to have re- 
liable data, we should have a number 
of fences with a considerable number 
of posts in each, and that the condi- 
tion of each and every post In the 
fences should be taken. It would be 
Just as fair to gather up the rotten 
ones and make an estimate from them 
alone, as to take the sound ones that 
have survived and make no note ot 
the decayed ones.

If there Is one thing moro 


than another that damages the repu-| 
tatlon of any rrult section It Is the ' 
use of the commonly-called "barrel- i 
crtxte" ns a paolcngo for placing apples | 
on the, market. 
One, had far hotter 


glvrt his o.pples away than to market 
them, or attempt, to market them, in 
this way. 
No matter how flno the 


fruit, or how careful the grading ana 
packing, apples that are shipped In 
packages of this kind never reach the 
buyer in a first-class, attractive con- 
dition. 
The fruit cannot be* packed 


firmly. It is rattled and banged against 
the sharp edges of the slats, and what 
Is not ruined In this way Is often cut 
Into by th« knife of some one hand- 
ling the package en route from ship- 
per to buyer. As a result, when the 
apples reach the. consumer they are 
hardly In condition to make a good, 
first-class grade of cider.

one, that will answer the requirements 
of any market Is tho standard apple 
barrel. 
This package contains, ap- 


proximately eleven pecks, and when 
used an a means of placing well- 
graded and carefully packed apples 
on the market, the grower Is Insured 
of both a profit and a reputation for 
his fruit. 


Before beginning to pack, see that 


the barrel In resting on a solid bnse. 
If packing In tho orchard, provide 
planks or boards OB which to place 
the barrels while being filled. This 
keeps the head of the barrel clean 
and enables the packer to "rock" It 
to better advantage. 
"Rocking" Is 


the shaking of tho Barrel from time 
to time during tho packing in order 
to settle the apples, thus making 
them fit closer and firmer together. 
The head or end that Is usually 
opened 
upon 
reaching market is 


placed at the bottom end hi filling. 
Before starting to pack, put In a 
corrugated paper barrel cap and two 
or three layers of nicely folded paper. 


This not only keeps tho fruit In bet- 
ter shape, but prevents It from bruis- 
ing. 
Then tho barrel Is ready to be 


"faced." 
This consists of placing, 


by hand, from two to three rows of 
fruit, item end down. After "facing," 
the apples are carefully poured In 
and 
the barrel frequently shaken. 


until It Is almost full. 
The last two 


or three rows may be placed by hand, 
stem end up, thus "facing" both ends 
of the barrel. Tho last layer should 
extend about one Inch above the top 
of the barrel and be covered either 
with a corrugated apple-barrel cushion, 
cap, or with two or three layers of neat- 
ly folded paper as used In the other end. 
Th« head Is then put on and forced 
into place with an apple press. After 
nailing the head tn place see that all 
hoops are securely fastene* In their 
proper positions, label the barrel, and 
It Is ready for market.

Birds Save the Forests 


Those who are trying to Stop the 


ruthless destruction of birds should be 
strongly seconded by foresters. 
Ac- 


cording to a recent government report 
insects cause an annual loss to trees 
of the country of over (100,000,000. 
This would be many times greater If 
It were not for the birds which seek 
and destroy them. 
There are 400 


species of Insects which prey upon the 
oak. The willow has 1SS species which 
threaten Its destruction, the pine 16S. 
the hickory 170, the birch 108, and the 
elm 80. The careful analysis of the 
stomach* of 
woodpeckers, 
titmice, 


kinglets, wrens, flycatchers, swallows 
and others show that these birds are 
busily engaged to consuming numbers 
of these very Insects.

FARMERS AS MOVERS. 


Statistics prepared under the di- 


rection of the Department of Com- 
merce show that farmers are Inces- 
santly moving. 


Replies from nearly 6,000,000 farm- 


ers In answer to the question how 
long they had resided upon their 
farms showed that 52 per cent had 
moved within five years. Over 1,000,- 
000 farmers had moved within a year. 
In the north. 67 per cent had lived 
upon their farms five years or longer; 
In the west. 44 per cent, and In the 
south. 41 per cent 
The figures for 


the south included colored farmers as 
weH as whites. 


These figures are significant. In the 


opinion of the government authori- 
ties, because they show that farmers 
move before they have had time to 
become acquainted with the various 
conditions of the soil and climate of 
any one locality, this lack of knowl- 
edge resulting In 
&. small yield of 


crops per acre. In neglect of buildings, i 
and In failure to conserve the fertility! 
of the soiL 
Still, nothing can 'be 


done about the matter until some' way 
can be found to eradicate the roving 
germ In human nature.
